THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. 
THE CIRCULATING LIBRARY.—IX. 
Re-binding. 

RE-BINDING books is of no small importance 
to the librarian, and therefore calls for special 
consideration, In presenting the memoranda 
which follow we have probably exceeded the 
scope of this chapter; but it was thought ex- 
pedient to treat the subject as fully as possible 
in this place, so as to make the information 
suffice for the manager of a circulating library 
as well as for the bookseller who may be called 
upon to attend to special binding for his patron. 

Bookbinding, primarily, is the art of connect- 
ing together, in a convenient and durable form, 
the several parts of a book. The chief requi- 
sites of a well-bound book are strength, solidity, 
with as much flexibility (that is, of the back, 
not the boards) as possible, and lastly, decora- 
tion. 

Bookbinding is a craft distinct in itself, and 
is divided into four departments, of ‘‘ prepar- 
ing,” ‘‘ forwarding,” ‘‘ covering,” and “ finish- 
ing,” and in these departments there are many 
subdivisions of labor. 

A number of pages of a book are printed on 
one piece of paper, which is called a ‘‘ sheet.” 
These sheets, after coming from the printing- 
press, are thoroughly dried and smoothed, and 
then transferred in that shape to the binder, who 
treats them much as follows: The first opera- 
tion is to fold the sheets so that the different 
pages fall in their numerical order, the folios 
directly one upon the other, so that after the 
Sheets are trimmed the margins are equal 
throughout the book. The proper binding of 
the book greatly depends upon the accuracy 
with which the folding is done. Machines per- 
forming this operation with considerable suc- 
cess have from time to time been introduced 
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but folding, especially for the better class of 
books, is still done by hand, the work being per- 
formed chiefly by girls. Toreiterate: folding is 
a matter that should be as carefully looked 
after as any other detail, because upon it depend 
equal margins and squareness of page. Books 
that have been bound and cut would often be 
worse by refolding, and as a general rule they 
are let alone. 

As the librarian and bookseller generally give 
to the bookbinder work that is already folded, it 
must be pulled to pieces, section by section, and 
every thread and particle of old g'ue removed. 
This must be done carefully so as not to injure 
the backs. Before this is done every book must 
be carefully collated, page by page; its title, 
preface, and list of contents examined; if an il- 
lustrated book, every plate checked by its list, 
and all single leaves and pictures securely past- 
edin. In pasting in leaves and pictures the paste 
should not be tipped on with the finger, but 
with the brush on the pasting-board, and witha 
piece of waste-paper over the leaf or picture, 
the required distance from the edge to be pasted, 
so that the paste is evenly distributed in a 
straight line. If the illustrations are on thick 
paper they should be guarded with jaconet on 
both sides; if on moderately thin paper on one 
side will suffice. The jaconet should then, to in- 
sure the free opening up of the illustration to the 
back of the book, be brought round the sheet, 
or section of the sheet, to avoid the pasting of 
the illustration to the leaf it backs or faces. 
This will insure flexibility and free opening. 
Plates should be trimmed or cut to the proper 
size before being placed in the book, and maps 
that are to be folded must be put on guards. By 
mounting a map on a guard the size of the page, 
it may be kept open on the table beside the book, 
which may be opened at any part without con- 
cealing the map; by this method the map will 
remain convenient for constant reference. This 
is technically called ‘‘ throwing out” a map. 
The map should be mounted on the finest linen, 
as it takes up the least room in the thickness of 
the book. For all folded maps and plates a ccr- 
responding thickness must be placed in the 
backs where the maps or plates go, or the fore- 
edge will be thicker than the backs. All torn 
and stained pages should be carefully and thor- 
oughly repaired and washed. The binder should 
be cautioned not to bind books from which 
either title-page, leaves, or pictures are missing, 
except by special instruction. After leaves and 
pictures are pasted in, the collating may pro- 
ceed according to their signatures, I, 2, 3, etc., 
or A, B,C, AA, A!, Aa, etc., which are printed 
on the bottom of the first page of each sheet. 
The letters J, V, and W are not often used.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


A MOVEMENT FOR EXTENDED COPYRIGHT 
IN ENGLAND. 


SoME time ago Frederick Macmillan, the 
publisher, wroie a public letter urging that 
heirs of authors should be permitted to renew 
copyright by paying a certain fixed sum annu- 
ally to the treasury. Many cases exist of 
miserable widows, daughters, and other depen- 
dents who, had the provider in their cases 
owned realty or securities instead of supplying 
the reading world with entertainment or knowl- 
edge, would be in comfortable circumstances. 
The civil pension lists contains many illustra- 
tions of this fact. Since the publication of this 
letter discussion has been going on generally 
about the matter, and it is probable that a bill 
will be introduced next year to carry out 
its suggestion. Its enactment would require 
new arrangements of international copyright. 


THE WORLD'S FAIR ODE LITIGATION. 


THE suit of Miss Harriet Monroe against the 
Press Publishing Company (7h%e Mew York 
World) was begun on the 16th inst., to recover 
$50,000 damages for the premature printing of 
her ode, read at the opening of the Chicago Ex- 
position, before Judge Shipman and a jury in 
the United States Circuit Court in session in 
New York City. Miss Monroe alleges that the 
copyright of the poem was violated ; that the 
poem, as printed, was garbled and full oferrors, 
and that the publication caused comments in 
other newspapers thanthe Wordd which injured 
herreputation as a poetess. Counsel on behalf 
of the World contended that no damages could 
be secured for errors in the published poem, 
and Judge Shipman held that the plaintiff would 
have to show that such errors were wilful and 
malicious, and done with the express purpose of 
wantonly misrepresenting the character of the 
poem and injuring the author in that way. At- 
torney for defendant remarked that he did not 
think that the lawyers onthe other side believed 
the publication of the poem was meant to be 
other than complimentary. Messrs. E. C. 
Stedman and R. W. Gilder testified, as experts, 


to the excellence of Miss Monroe's poetical 
work, 


A CANADIAN VIEW OF CANADIAN COPY- 
RIGHT. 
From the Toronto Monetary and Trade Review. 

INTEREST in the copyright question continues 
to manifest itself from time to time. Mr. F. R. 
Daldy, Hon. Secretary of the British Copyright 
Association, in a letter to the Times, states that 
at the Berne International Copyright Conven- 
tion *‘ the United States Government made the 
consent of Canada that American copyright 
Should run in that Dominion, a leading condition 


of their conceding it to the British nation.” 
But he forgets to say that the British Govern- 
ment had previously renounced the right of 
binding Canada by commercial treaties without 
her consent. The statement of this essential fact 
is necessary to a proper understanding of the 
question. A right to consent orto refuse to 
consent to be bound by a particular treaty 
carries with it the correlative right to ask that a 
treaty to which assent has been given shall be 
renounced. Mr. Daldy is on false ground when 
he complains that ‘‘ Canada has asked the Im- 
perial Government to repeal the British copy- 
right”’ so far as it affects Canadian printers and 
publishers, ‘‘and also to denounce Canada’s 
connection with the Berne convention.” Canada 
is not going beyond her strict rights in demand- 
ing that, so far as she is concerned, the Berne 
convention should be denounced. Canada is a 
self-governing country, having by her constitu- 
tion, which was assented to by the Imperial 
Parliament, the right to legislate on copyright. 
The only question is whether the British Parlia- 
ment has a concurrent right of legislation, toa 
limited extent, on this subject, or whether 
Canada’s right of legislation is exclusive. If 
ever that question is forced to a settlement, the 
settlement, while it will be political, can only be 
made in one way; our right of legislation will 
not be subjected to any more limitations on this 
than on the other subject. We can understand 
why British authors should resent the treat- 
ment of the question in this country. The 
British Copyright Association, as Mr. Daldy 
reminds us, think and act as owners of copy- 
right, not inthe interest of publishers. Canadian 
printers interest themselves in copyright from 
the opposite point of view. A sane view of 
copyright extends scant sympathy to them ; but 


if they fight the question on the higher ground 


of constitutional right, and of what belongs toa 
self-governing people, their co-operation must 
be accepted by those who simply demand that 


our autonomy should, in this matter, be made 


complete. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


Joun Avcustus Dix, superintendent of 
schools at Elizabeth, N. J, died on the 13th 
inst. at his home there. He was born in Al- 
bany, N. Y., in 1831. After leaving school he 
came to New York and entered the employ of 
George Putnam. In1854he became a publisher 


himself, forming a partnership with the late 


Arthur T. Edwards. A year or two later Fred- 
erick Law Olmsted, famous as a landscape gar- 
dener. and the late George William Curtis joined 
the firm, which bore the name of Dix, Edwards 
& Co The firm became the owners of Put- 
nam's Monthly, and during their brief existence 
as publishers issued several famous works, 
among them George W. Curtis’ ‘‘ The Howadji,” 
‘* Lotus-Eating,” ‘‘ Nile Notes,” ‘‘ Potiphar Pa- 
pers,” ‘‘ Prueand I,” and J. W. De Forest’s “‘ Let- 
ters from Asia Mioor,’’ and others. Mr. Dix 
induced William Henry Hurlbert (subsequently 
editor of the New York Worild) to come to this 
city and assume control of the editorial de- 
partment of the Monthly. In 1857, the year of 
the panic, Mr. Dix relinquished his interest in 
the publishing business, connecting himself with 
the life and fire insurance business.

aged sixty-one years. He was educated at the 
University of Glasgow and at Baliol College, 
Oxtord. The degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him by the University of St. Andrews in 
1873. In 1861 he was appointed pro‘essor of 
English literature in the University ot Glasgow, 
which chair he resigned in 1889. He took part 
in some political and other contioversies as an 
advocate of the North in the American Civil 
War, and as advocate of secular education and 
of broad church theology. Dr. Nichol was the 
author of “American Literature: an historical 


review,” ‘‘ Lord Bacon’s Life and Philosophy,” | 


‘* Tables of European Literature and History,” 
‘*Robert Burns: a sketch of his career and 
genius,” etc. Healso wrote numerous essays 
for the Westminster, the North British, and 
other reviews, articles in the ‘‘ Encyclopedia 
Britannica,” and several pamphlets on educa- 
tional questions. 


Dr. WILLIAM Moon, the famous blind phi- 
lanthropist and inventor of an improved system 
of printing for the blind, died at Brighton, 
Eng., on the rith inst. During his fifty-five 
years of blindness he adapted his embossed 
alphabet to 476 languages and dialects, and his 
books have circulated all over the world. The 
number of volumes issued in his type up to the 
close of 1892 was 194,993. He also wrote music 
for the blind, and drew embossed geographical 
and astronomical maps, as well as pictures. He 
established numerous free lending libraries and 
home teaching societies for the blind. 


Dr. HEINRICH HOFFMANN, the author of the 
inimitable ‘‘ Struwelpeter,” or ‘‘ Shockheaded 
Peter,” died recently in Frankfort, a.m. Dr. 
Hoffmann was a noted specialist in mental 
disease, and when he made his famous picture- 
book for the benefit of his own baby-boy, he 
had no idea of having it published. The history 
of how this book was published was described a 
short time ago in THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY. 
There are at present 175 German and 40 English 
editions of this book in the market.
